Hanging Rock, June 4—'While there 


is 110 outward appearance of trouble 
at the -Works .of the Hanging Rock 
Iron company Sheriff Payne has de- 
cided that hf> will not request the re- 
call of troops far some days. 


J'riday afternoon it looked as if at 


least two of the companies woujd be 
tent away. Colonel Thompson, com- 
mander of the battalion, thinks it is 
safe to leave the situation to the care 
of the county officials. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon he adviser! Adjutant General 
Oritchfield that conditions were nor- 
n,al and suggested that some of the 
troops be withdrawn. 


The Adjutant General holds that he 


cannot withdraw the troops without 
the request of the Sheriff, who asked 
for them, and Sheriff Paya^ said that 
he does not wan* the soldiers called 
off the iicld before next week.

t"'ie civil and military authorities has 
caused scmstbing of a break in the 
confidential relations that have ex- 
isted since the guardsmen arrived on 
the scene. Sheriff

The fear of the mill owners is that 


as soon as the soldiers get out of the 
village the strikers will rally for an 
attack on the iroi-erly.

Argued. 


The case df Harry r. Scott against 


the United States, in the United Stated 
«tiMlEfe-.o£-.AippeaJs5 -at- GteeJawath which- 
was argued about the middle of lasl 
month, Yvill, in all likelihood, be decid- 
ed by the court on next Tuesday. Scott 
was indicted for conspiracy with Hairy 
Hoover to alter tho oooks of the rco- 
ple's Natinal bank of this city, so as to 
cover up the Hoover shortage. 
Scott 


claimed that the indictment did not 
charge any offense against him iu that 
it did not charge him YVith makng false 
entries. He also claimed fihat the of- 
fense charged was not an 
offense 


against t>he United Stales, but merely 
against the bank, the conspiracy stat 
utc defining only offenses against the 
United States, such as defrauding the 
'united States government. These trwr» 
matters were thoroughly 
argued be- 


fore the court by Scott's attoineys, 
Messrs. Edward Kibler and C. W. Mil- 
ler, of tliis city. Unless the court has 
some unusual difficulty with the ques- 
tion, it will hand down its decision on 
next Tuesday.
